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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the year 1954 the Fire department responded to 23 box 
calls and 61 calls for small fires and resuscitator work. We had about 
the same average amount of calls as last year. 


This past year we installed a new fire alarm box on Maple Street 
near the home of Mr, Robert Howe and the number of this box is 117. 
We expect to install another box West on Washington Street. 


The two hurricanes did considerable damage to our Fire Alarm 
system especially near the Unionville section of our town. Through 
a special appropriation we were able to replace the broken wire and 
cross arms. This section of the system has been repaired and should 
give us no trouble in the future. The fire station was not damaged by 
the hurricane. The shingles of the station are in fair condition but 
having been put on 32 years ago will have to be replaced soon. A 
special hurricane appropriation of $1170 to repair the fire alarm system 
was appropriated. We were able to repair the entire system and return 
a balance of $181.69. 


Minor repairs were made on the station with the installation of 
a new sidewalk on the East Street side of our building. New hose 
and a new 2500 Watt lighting plant for emergency work has been added 
to our equipment, The old lighting plant has been in use for ten years 
and was used constantly during both hurricanes, 


The new American LaFrance pumper was received in November 
of 1954 and, after a rigid test on performance, was accepted by the 
town and is now in service. This added equipment gives us a fire 
department second to none for our size in the State of Massachusetts. 


The DeBaggis fire was the worst catastrophe that this town has 
ever experienced. In order to avoid such another experience there 
should be a more rigid inspection of range-type oil burners in the 
homes. The State of Massachusetts is going to enact laws that will 
require a great deal of time by one individual to check oil burners 
of all types. 


This town is growing and requires more demands upon the Fire 
department. Service calls are beginning to outnumber the calls for 
fire duty. The cost of these non-fire operations are showing a steady 
increase. Some of these non-fire fighting services are checking fire 
hazards, removing snow from hydrants, removal of trees blown down, 
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removing fallen wires, the repairing of fire alarm wires, and unlocking 
doors for occupants who have forgotten their keys. All these calls 
require man service, and that is one of the reasons why we will need 


the first to be called. 2 
The equipment and apparatus are in good condition. 


For the year 1955 we recommend $26,136.

TRAFFIC 


The traffic problem keeps increasing. We have over 4,000 vehicles 
registered in the Town of Franklin. We are in need of off street park- 
ing lots. The Gilmore property on Depot Sitreet would make an ex- 
cellent parking lot. I recommend that parking meters be installed in 
the business area and the proceeds obtained from the meters be used in 
purchasing the Gilmore property for a public parking lot, 


The Junior Traffic Corps under the direction of Officer Walter F. 
| Carr, Jr. did its usual excellent job. Officer Carr who devotes many 
hours of his own time to the Corps also is the department’s safety 
officer. His work in the class rooms of our schools is invaluable. This 
is all done on his own time. I have added the sum of four hundred 
dollars ($400.00) to my budget, three hundred for salary and one 
hundred for the expenses occurred in attending safety meetings, etc. 
Following is Officer Carr’s report to me on his safety program,

REPORT OF FRANKLIN CIVILIAN DEFENSE AUXILIARY POLICE 


Franklin Auxiliary Police took part in considerable police activi- 
ties in 1954. Meetings were held twice each month in the Fire Station, 
with various police officials as instructors. Attendance was sensational, 
with attendance records showing a 90% to 96% attendance constantly. 


The roster has been completed to include a chief, deputy chief, six 
captains each heading a platoon of 10 men. The unit has dress uni- 
forms, helmets, clubs, badges and other equipment including 20 traffic 
belts. Due to the number of times the men were called out in inclement 
weather, 68 foul weather suits were purchased, the men raising the 
funds except for $100 from the CD account. Previously they had 
expended nearly $1,500 for equipment raised by the unit. 


Only one air raid drill was held during the year, but the group 
was called out twice for missing persons hunts, three times for police 
patrol in search of Norfolk Colony escapees, and three times for hurri- 
cane patrol. 


In each case, the majority of men answered the signal, and some 
stayed on duty for as long as 48 hours consecutively due to the various 
emergencies, Foul weather suits were found necessary when several 
men became ill on hurricane duty, including one man who contracted 
pneumonia. 
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The unit has been recognized as the best trained, best equipped 
and best attending CD auxiliary police unit in the Commonwealth, 
both by local and state authorities. All men have been made special 
police officers, as there has been more duty of this type than there has 
been CD auxiliary work. Many of the officers have secured their own 
sidearms, and arrangements have been made to have all men so equip- 
ped this year at no expense to the town. 


Members have volunteered, during the past year, for other duty 
including that at Little League games, church affairs, etc. as a com- 
munity service. No salaries have been received by the members and 
all service is entirely on a volunteer cooperative basis. 

During the year men were assigned to cruiser car work and other 
police detail as a part of the police training course, by Police Chief 
Pellegri, The entire unit took over policing of the town on the night 
of the police dance without incident. 

The training courses will be continued and as there is a full roster, 
no new men will be added. There is now the problem of uniforming 
and equipping the 10 men added last fall to complete the roster,

Other Activities 


The Planning Board, by virtue of its organization, has given con- 
siderable attention to the problem of rezoning certain portions of the 
Town of Franklin from Residential to Business and Manufacturing use. 
This is a problem of some proportions and consequently we are asking, 
through an Article in the Town Warrant, that a committee of five (5) 
be appointed to assist the Planning Board in this study. 


The Planning Board has, as of this year, worked very closely with 
the Board of Health, initiating compliance with the Board of Health’s 
regulations pertaining to approval of building sites and sewage dis- 
posal arrangements before building permits are issued. 
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The Planning Board has spent much time on discussion and formu- 
lation of regulations controlling soil stripping or “Earth Removal’. 
Although the Article in the Town Warrant was submitted by a de- 
partment other than ours, the majority of the Planning Board concurs 
with the contents of the Article. 


The Sub-division Control Law was adopted in March of 1954 
under the authority vested in the Planning Board of the Town of 
Franklin by Section 81-Q of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. The 
Planning Board wishes to state that these laws are proving to be very 
beneficial to the Town of Franklin.

January 7, 1955 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The trend in 1954 continued as has been the pattern for several 
years. The total number of animals hasn’t changed too much but the 
number of herd owners decreases from year to year. The 1954 count 
of animals is as follows: Cows $21, heifers one to two years 132, calves 
under one year 108, males 42, steers 37, pigs 624, horses about 20, sheep 
about 12 and goats about 18. 


In all, there were fifty-three herds. Seven hundred and twenty- 
seven animals were brought into the town from out of state. -For 
another year the town was free from tuberculosis with no T.B. reactors. 


There were 41 dog bites reported. None showed any symptoms 
of rabies.

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REPORT OF THE FRANKLIN HOUSING AUTHORITY 


December 31, 1954 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Franklin Housing Authority has had another successful year, 
the twenty-eight apartments being occupied at all times. There are 
fifty-six adults and seventy-nine children, a total of 135 living at he 
project. 


The rents charged the tenants are set by law and are based upon 
the amount of income and size of the family, the average rent at the 
present time is forty dollars per month. 


In order for an applicant to be eligible, he must be a veteran with 
a low income, he must be in need of adequate housing and also have 
a good record for paying his obligations when due. Your Authority 
has, at all times been fair and impartial in considering every applicant 
for an apartment. 


During the year we had most of the apartments painted and we 
expect to complete the painting this coming year. 


The town was paid $1,008.00 in lieu of taxes during the year, this 
amount is based on $3.00 per unit month,

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BOARD OF HEALTH ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1954 


The incidence of Contagious and Infectious diseases this year has 
been below the average of the past ten years with 102 reported; the 
average is 121.6 and in 1946 there were 231 cases. Dog bites this past 
year accounted for 40. The school enrollment in 1944 was 1278 and 
this year 1601 and this does not allow for the large increase in pre- | 
school children. 


Causes of death in town is not a true picture as the presence of 
Nursing and Rest Homes to which are sent, the aged raises the average 
age of death here to 65.4 years and another factor is that practically all 
children are born in outside hospitals and infant mortality would 
lower the average age considerably. Causes of death given on the 
Death Certificates issued in this office are: Heart and Circulatory, 35; 
Cancer, 6; Violent, 6; Pneumonia, 2; Senility, 1; Anemia, 1; Uremia, 1; 
Pulmonary Edema, 1; Broncho Pneumonia, 1, 


The uniform high standard of milk distributed is felt to be a 
factor in health improvement; the monthly milk analysis, modern 
methods in handling, insistance of milk distributors and frequent tests 
of their producers has won commendation from the state dairy in- 
spector. The milk distributors deserve credit for discarding thousands 
of quarts of milk after the hurricane and their efforts to secure dry 
ice were a credit to the industry. The Light Company was very efficient 
in restoring power quickly after the storms so very little food was not 
under adequate refrigeration. 


Swab Testing in eating and drinking places has been conducted 
by an able technician but there are a few places where thorough steril- 
ization is not continuously carried out but the large majority co- 
operate, 


The continued cooperation of the Norfolk County Hospital in 
sending their x-ray equipment, a physcian and technician each month 
for chest examinations is appreciated. This year 351 x-rays were taken 
of which 182 were for Franklin residents. This service saves much 
travel and expense and encourages tubercular contacts, suspected 
cases and others to receive examinations on a physicians request. 
Franklin is one of the two places in the county offering their services. 


The Diphtheria and Tetanus Clinic had 117 children at the last 
Clinic. 


The taking of Perculation Tests for new houses outside the sewer- 
age system has been another burden upon this Board, Much of the soil 
in town has a clay mixture and unfit for sewerage disposal making it 
unwise to purchase such lots until such tests have been made and on 
cesspools the tests must be taken from the bottom of the pool and 
frequently hardpan is encountered. 
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The Swimming Pool should be much safer the coming year if 
sufficiently chlorinated with the new equipment. If the time comes 
when a filtration equipment and the brooks cleaned, Franklin will have 
an excellent pool. 


Available funds of the Franklin Nursing Association are exhausted 
and if the town desires the services of two nurses instead of the one 
whose salary has been paid by the town the voters will have to decide 


} upon paying an additional $4,300 for the extra nurse, transportation 
§ telephone and other expenses. If the Association is allowed to collect 


and retain fees the president of the Association states they can operate 
on an appropriation of $3,100. The Association in the past has assumed 
transportation of the town nurse so it has only bought her services. 
The withdrawal of funds from Insurance Companies and large gifts has 
created the situation,

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This year 37 new services were installed by this department. 


The water main on Daniels Street was extended 250 feet. The 19 
Water Appropriation was used to pay for this extension. 


Water Supply 


This year we pumped 225,336,800 gallons of water. This is a 
proximately 2 million gallons more than 1953, and at no time w 
the supply of water in danger. During the week of July 11, the large 
pump was started, on July 16, 1,086,500 gallons were pumped, th 
largest amount pumped in any one day. 


Our present source of water has a high iron content, low in P. 
value and high in free carbon dioxide. This is known as a red wate 
condition which causes many complaints during the summer months; 
when large amounts of water are being used, This condition may b 


alleviated considerably by installation of a chemical treatment sys 
tem, No specific cost data is currently available on this problem, but 
it is recommended that the Board of Public Works consider the de- 
sirablity of recommending installation of such a treatment See 
after completion of the Well Study proposed, herein. Analysis of iro 

content of the potential new water source will influence the extent ang 


cost of such a treatment installation.

Well Testing 


This year the sum of $5,000 was appropriated for well testing. 
hitman and Howard, Engineers, were hired to do the engineering 
h connection with this work, while D. L. Mahar Co. was engaged by 
hitman and Howard to the well testing. | 


This is a summary of The Whitman & Howard Report— 


A total of 37 wells were sunk in Town. The locations began in 
e present well field, extended down the southwest then to the east, 
entral and northern parts of the Town. The most promising location 
as on the east side of Grove Street, at Mine Brook, where an addi- 
onal supply of good quality can be developed from one or two gravel 
acked wells. 


;These preliminary tests showed that the area was capable of 
jielding approximately 300,000 to 400,000 gallons per day. However, 
he actual safe yield of the source of supply was not determined by 
ontinuous pumping tests on wells in that area, as it was decided 
hat further investigation should be made in other areas throughout the 
‘own to determine whether a more appropriate location could be 
ound for an additional water supply. 


We have now found another location in which there is a possibility 
f£ constructing two gravel packed wells. Preliminary tests in this 
ocation show that two such wells might be capable of giving a total 
f 450,000 gallons per day. This location lies west of Pond Street and 
ast of Mine Brook. 


The conclusion reached by test wells in the vicinity of your present 
upply shows that the water-bearing material is limited in that area, 
ind if additional wells were put adjacent to the present wells, inter- 
erence would occur and the total yield in periods of drought would 
1ot be increased substantially. Therefore, any further development 
r additional water supply should be obtained outside of the area of 
he present water supply. 
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Of the two most promising locations found, neither has been giv 
a sustained or continuous pumping test to determine the respectiy 
safe yields of the ground water source. The specific capacity of 
aquifer, or water-bearing material, is all that has been obtained. 
this we mean the measure of porosity or transmissability of the wate 
bearing material. A determination of the quantity stored in the aqui 
and: the rate of recharge which is important in predicting the se 
yield of the area can only be obtained by pumping tests on grou 
of wells driven in the two locations. 


We recommend that additional test well work be conducted at thé 
two locations. This would consist of driving additional wells at each) 
location forming a group of wells in a circle four feet in diameter 
These wells to be connected together and pumped for continuot 
periods while the water levels in observation wells are observed. Th 
test is required before approval can be given for the development ¢ 
ground water supplies in the areas. 


The balance of our present appropriation is $464.80, addition 
funds of $5,000.00 are estimated to carry out the sustained yield tes 
to prove the suitability of locations found best in the past year’s stud 


A complete map and report showing the results of the well surve 
are on file at the Water Department. To be fully prepared for fut 
expansion of Franklin’s water service, continuation of the well 
program is strongly urged. 


The need of tie-ins and extensions recommended by the Wate 
and Sewer Board in the 1954 Town Meeting in the interest of a 
efficient and safe system still maintains. The three most sen 


namely Grove Street, Partridge Street, and Miller to Short ~Stre 
are specifically recommended this year for approval. 


We recommend that the sum of $46,024.00 be raised and appropri 
ated by the Town for the operation of the Water Department,

No sewer extensions were installed this year. A total of seven 
w house connections were made to the sewer system. 


The Milliken Ave, Pumping Station is operating well. During the 
ing the pump had to be rebuilt, due to wear. New parts were in- 
ed in the electric control boxes. 


Both the East Central Street and Lewis Street Ejector Stations 
ve been in good operating condition. The heaters have been work- 
> but during the winter months the electric bills are much higher 
d are as high as $30 to $40 a month for each station. 


The Trickling Filters are beginning to be a source of trouble be- 
2 of the ponding effect on the filters, which results in a large 
nount of sewage being by-passed directly into Mine Brook, without 
satment. This condition can be corrected if, the recommendations 
Whitman and Howard, detailed below, are carried out. 


The basic problems concerning the Treatment Plant are due to 
> increased sewage flow and the extreme fluctuation in these flows. 
1946, the average flow was 0.34 m.g.d.; in 1954 it increased to 0.6 
_§gd. This increased in sewage flow has been due primarily to in- 

tration into the sewers, the extension of the sewage system, the addi- 
on of industrial wastes, the increase of house connections and the in- 
pase in water consumption. 


Analyzing present available information, we believe it desirable 
base future designs on a flow rate of 0.95m.g.d., which may be 
#pached about 20 years hence. 


During recent hurricane “Edna”, with its heavy rainfall, the flow 
eased from 220,000 gallons to 1,000,000 gallons per day. It is 
pparent that special consideration must be given to handle the un- 
sually high peak flows, as recorded during the wet weather portion 
the year. 


During periods of wet weather and as a result of infiltration, the 
xisting primary sedimentation tank has been inadequate to handle 
ne flow. This is, in reality, a septic tank in which sludge is stored as 
yell as settled out. During high sewage flows the settled sludge is 

bed from the bottom of the tank and is carried out to the 
ickling filters where it causes clogging of the filters, poor effluent 
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and very “difficult operating conditions. At times, high sewage fio 
have been sustained for many weeks at a time. During this prolongec 
high flow period the trickling filters, as well as the primary sedimenta 
tion tank, have been taxed beyond the limits to which they shoulc 
be subjected, or for which they were designed. . 


In January 1953 we submitted a report to the Board of Water )} 
and Sewer Commissioners in which it was pointed out that infiltration) } 
was responsible for overloading the treatment plant at certain times 
Without doubt, a major source of infiltration is the unauthorized 
practice of many abutters to connect cellar drains with the house, 
sewer. Prior to the report, some repairs had been made the seweragey} 
system and it was hoped that with further investigation and repairs 
it would be possible to reduce the infiltration and peak sewage flows | 
to a point where the existing plant would be able to provide sufficient¥} 
treatment. However, during the past two years, we have continued 
to analyze the flow characteristics in the sewerage system and believe ] 
no further substantial reductions in peak sewage flows are economically® 
feasible. In other words, the peak sewage flow rates are still so ex | 
cessive that we find it necessary to recommend that additions to the¥} 
treatment facilities be made at this time. 


Recommendations: 


1. We recommend that proposed additions and improvements to¥} 
the existing sewage treatment plant be designed for an average flow §} 
of 0.95 million gallons daily. The ultimate form of treatment to be a 
high rate trickling filter plant with 1:1 recirculation, including grit 
and comminutor mechanical sludge collector in both primary and sec- 
ondary sedimentation tanks and separate sludge digestion. 


2. We recommend that the Town proceed now with the construc- 
tion of Phase 1 of the proposed improvements, This portion of the 
work to consist of a new primary. sedimentation tank, grit chamber 
and comminutor, sludge storage compartment and control building § 
with sludge pump. 


3. We recommend that when required at a future date, probably 
several years from now, the Town proceed with the construction of 
Phase II. These improvements will include increasing the secondary 
sewage settling facilities, increasing the filter distributor capacity and 
increasing recirculation of the final effluent. 


Description of Work Under Phase I: 


Under the present conditions it is essential to provide new and 
adequate settling space for primary sludge. The existing settling tanks 
are not reasonably adapted to the increased settling requirements and

nstalling mechanical collectors in such underground structures is not 
jesirable because of excessive cost and maintenance. The proposed 
ettling unit will be a concrete tank 45 feet in diameter with a side 
jepth of 9 feet and will contain a mechanical sludge collector which 


vill constantly rate settled sludge to a central hopper from which it 


ily pumped. By providing a settling compartment separate from 
lhe sludge storage compartment, the effect of high sewage flow rates 
in plant operation will be practically eliminated. 


In order to provide a storage compartment for sludge and scum 
jumped from the primary settling tank, it is proposed to convert two 
if the old underground settling tanks for this purpose. This will in- 
folve a minimum of expense and will furnish ample space for the 
ludge, Drain pipes from this structure to the sludge drying beds 
ilready exist, consequently there will be a minimum of piping work 
jacluded. 


It is proposed to construct a control building at the location 
jhown. This building will be about 18 feet by 22 feet and will house 
ine piston type sludge pump to pump sludge from the settling tank 
jo the storage compartment. This pump will be a 75 g.p.m. unit driven 
by a 5 H.P. motor and will be operated automatically by a program 
lime clock. There will also be room in the control building for a 
avatory and shower. This building may be readily extended in the 
jurture if it is desired to store the tractor, tools and other equipment 
ised in maintaining the treatment plant. 


| In order to protect the mechanical equipment, it is proposed to 
yonstruct a grit chamber and comminutor at the present influent to 
femove any grit or sand particles. This structure will be a long, nar- 
row concrete flume, about 7 feet by 43 feet, in which the velocity of 
ihe sewage is controlled so that grit particles will settle out. The 
lettled grit will be drained by gravity to the existing sludge beds. A 
romminutor for cutting up rags, sticks and other particles prior to 
heir entering the settling tank will be installed at the effluent end of 
ihe grit chamber. The comminution of sewage aides the settling 
haracteristics of the sludge and reduces the chance of plugging the 
pump or other mechanical equipment. 


| The installation of the units described under Phase 1 will eliminate 
the present problem of the sludge being carried over to the trickling 
filters and clogging the filters. In addition, the sludge drying beds 
will be able to be operated at their best efficiency since, for the first 
hime, the operator will be able to schedule the drawing of sludge 
rather than having to oraw sludge very frequently as is now the case. 
The proposed settling tanks will operate at a much greater efficiency 
chan the present facilities and the effluent of the entire treatment plant 
will be improved. Periods of storm flow will have little effect on the 
rreatment plant. 
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The work to be constructed under Phase I has been reduced i 
scope to what is felt to be a minimum requirement at the time, As the 
sewage flow continues to increase it will eventually be necessary to 
make further improvements and additions to the remainder of the) 
existing treatment plant, These are described below under Phase II. 


Estimate Cost: 


Construction, engineering, supervision, etc. Total $73,000.00. 


Description of Work Under Phase I: 


This work will consist of installing mechanical sludge collectors) 
in the secondary sedimentation tank and increasing its volume, in 
creasing the recirculation rate of the plant and increasing the capacity) 
of the trickling filters. 


Under Phase II the present trickling filters will have their | 
capacity increased by the addition of new high rate filter distributors 


Although, at present there are periods in which the filters are over- 
loaded by peak storm flows, it is felt that as long as the equipment is 
in good physical condition and capable of handling all but storm flows 
the present distributors should remain. When the sewage flows at)| 
the plant become large enough to require frequent by-passing, the) 
distributors of the filter should be replaced with the new high rate) 
distributors. | (

Additional work under Phase II will be required when the sanitary i 
loading of the trickling filters reach the limits set for good practice. 
At the time, the recirculation rate should be increased by the in- 
stallation of additional pumps. At a still later date when the sewage 
flow rate reduces the detention period of the secondary sedimentation | 
_ unit to less than 1.25 hours, this secondary sedimentation tank should | : 
be enlarged and provided with a mechanical collector. As the populadll ‘ 
tion of the Town increases there will eventually be a time when it 
will be desirable to provide a further degree of sludge treatment by | 
adding a primary digester as shown on the plans and using the present | 
sludge storage tank as the secondary digester. |

Sewer Survey: 


In regards to the sewer survey in the Oak, Maple and Lincoln } 
Streets areas, Whitman and Howard have prepared a report and seven | 


plans and profiles showing the methods proposed for sewering the 
streets under consideration. 
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/ Houses on Oak Street from Concord Street and extending 6,500 
Veet in a northwesterly direction will be serviced by laying a gravity 
sewer in Oak Street and collecting the sewage at a low point in the 
vicinity of House No. 199 as shown on plans. 


From this low point the sewage will flow by gravity in an inter- 
eptor sewer to be constructed between Oak Street and Beaver Street 
hs shown on the plans. From Beaver Street the sewer will connect 
with the existing main leading to the treatment plant. 


The proposed interceptor sewer from Oak Street to Beaver Street 
| ill.be large enough to provide for additional flows from Maple Street 
land Lincoln Street. 


aple Street and Outlet: 


Houses on Maple Street from Main Street and extending 3700 
feet in a northwesterly direction will be serviced by laying a gravity 
sgisewer in Maple Street and collecting the sewage at the low point 
shown on the plans. 


From this low point the sewage will flow by gravity in an inter- 
‘i ceptor to be constructed between Maple Street and Oak Street, con- 
necting with the interceptor sewer referred to under “Oak Street and

That portion of Maple Street northwesterly of the above may be 
: “ serviced by gravity in the future by constructing an interceptor sewer 
from Maple Street to Oak Street. 


Lincoln Street and Outlet: 


Houses on the upper end of Lincoln Street near Longhill Road 
and extending about 1200 feet on a northeasterly direction will be 
serviced by laying a gravity sewer in this portion of Lincoln Street. 


That portion of Lincoln Street from the above to near Brook 
Street may be serviced in the future by a second interceptor leading 
from Lincoln Street to Maple Street. The remaining portion of 
Lincoln Street northerly of Brook Street cannot be sewered by gravity 
and, when necessary, a pumping station must be constructed at the 
low portion of Lincoln Street and the sewage pumped to an existing

| Property by Professional Appraisors. 


This committee, including John B. Cataldo, Edward Crothers, 
| Salvatore Potenza and George C., McNabb was appointed by the 
| Moderator to study and report the recommendations relating to: the 
| revaluation of all real and personal property by a reputable firm or 
| professional appraiser. . j 


During the course of several meetings of this committee with 
| the Board of Assessors of the Town of Franklin, during the past 
| months, a comprehensive study was made of the significant factors 
| involved in the present structure of valuations in Franklin. 


Major points discussed were as follows: 


Sewer extensions and water installations have resulted in re- 
| valuations: 


$100.00 upon installation of water. 


$160.00 upon installation of sewer. 


In 1951, Board of Assessors visited each house in Franklin increas- 
ing valuations for such changes as, new paths, new heating plants, 
new insulation or new siding. These revaluations ranged from 
$100.00 to $300.00 


Normal Maintenance and Repairs are not noted in such revalua- 
tions. 


A consideration of assessments of commercial property in Frank- 
lin showed that commercial properties are assessed at reletively high 
rates, as indicated by the following typical cases: 


A. Main Street property was purchased at $25,000 in 1948 is 
currently assessed at $17,490. 
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Another Main Street property purchased at $33,000 in 1945 is 
currently assessed at $45,000. 


In the case of the only major industrial transaction since the 
war, the Franklin Yarn Company, which was purchased at $35,000 
and on which there have been no improvements made, is currently 
assessed at $42,500. 


Main Street assessments were in 1951 pushed up to the level 
of the highest previous assessments, those obtaining in 1929. 


The Board of Assessors comment relating to these figures was 
that Ex-Commissioner Long held that assessments of such properties 
should be in the general neighborhood of 75 to 100% of market value. 


Those increases which have occurred in past years, after the © 
30’s when market was depressed included a blanket 5% increase on 
buildings only in 1945 and a blanket 10% increase in 1947, again on 
buildings only. 


In answer to one question from the committee the Board of — 
Assessors indicated that it was impractical to raise valuations as 
sales of older properties indicated increased value, largely because 
of resulting inequities in assessed valuations of comparable properties. 


The committee in discussion with the Board on the possibility of 
revising assessments over a period of several years established the 
following points: 


a. Reconsideration of land values would result in increased as- 
sessments in many cases. 


b. There exist more discrepancies in land valuation than on 
buildings as indicated by illustration that valuations on Main 
Main Street property between Bridge and Emmons Streets 
vary from 45 cents to $1.50 per square foot. 


ec. Again in the case of business properties, the figures would 


indicate that the bigger the eggman, the lower the assessment 
per unit. 


Wide variations. 


d. The same types of industrial buildings, the same equipment, | 
laborsaving devices etc., vary widely, but the Board of As- 
sessors May not assess the equipment. 

e. Detailed maps of the town would prove very useful, 


f. The opinion of both the committee and the Board is that 
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some expenditures of time and money is required to establish 
a sound basis for assessments. 


g. The opinion of the committee and that of the Board is 
that assessments on new residential property is fair at current 
rates. 


In general, on the operation and staffing of the Board of Assessors 
these following points were established. 


a. The full Board of Assessors meets each Monday, P.M. 


b. The Chairman spends most mornings and many afternoons on 
Board of Assessors business, 


c. Men not retired have not sufficient time for Board business. 


The town has been fortunate in the past in having retired men 
serve, on Board of Assessors but the town has now reached a point 
where a full time assessor is needed. 


The committee therefore recommends that the Board of Assessors 
appoint a full time associate Assessor at a salary to be set by them, 
the Board of Assessors to meet in Executive Session only. 


We feel that with a full time Associate Assessor, that a more 
equitable assessment May be achieved by local authority.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


The following report for the school year 1954 is one of our steward- 
ship over the education of Franklin youth. Since it concerns your 
children it should be of great interest to you. Please read it carefully! 


During the year just past there were twelve regular and seventeen 
special meetings of the Committee. Much of the time in these meet- 
ings was devoted to what might be termed routine matters. These 
matters, election of teachers, discussion of parents’ and teachers’ re- 
quests, construction of the budget, etc., are the meat and substance of 
the work of your Committee. To the degree that they are well done, 
so is the work of the schools helped. We feel that these routine matters 
have been handled to the best of our knowledge and ability. We 


also feel that constructive suggestions for the improvement of our 


educational offerings are welcome.

In addition to the more routine matters just discussed, your Com- 
mittee has attended meetings of the New England Development Coun- 
cil and the Massachusetts Association of Schoo] Committees. We have 
inaugurated a plan of meeting with the principals of each of our school 
buildings from time to time. It is believed that in this way closer 
understanding of the problems of all the schools can be reached. 


Rather careful study of the enrollment trend coupled with the 
birth rate in Franklin has led us to the conclusion, that we will need 


- more classrooms in the very near future. Our enrollment on October 


1, 1954, was 1,600. This is 63 more than in October, 1953, the equiva- 
lent of two classrooms. It was necessary to establish a new classroom 
for the second grade at the Parmenter School. This classroom had to 
be placed in the all-purpose room. 


Because of our crowded conditions and because of the ever 
upward trend in our enrollment, we have placed two articles in the 


‘town warrant for the meeting of March, 1955. The first of the articles 


calls for the establishment of a School Building Survey Committee. 


- The second asks for an appropriation of $3,000.00 for the use of the 


Committee in implementing its work. We feel strongly that new 
construction must be forthcoming to house large numbers of students. 
We want a careful study of our needs. It is hoped that with a Build- 
ing Survey Committee working in conjunction with us, we will be 
able to make a definite proposal to the Town for school building at 
or before the town meeting of March, 1956. 


In constructing the 1955 budget we have tried to keep our esti- 
mates to a minimum, consistent with efficient operation of the schools. 
The increase of $13,300.00 is 3.9% over the 1954 budget. A new salary 
scale for teachers was adopted in 1954. Much of the increase in the 
1955 budget is in earned increments by teachers under the salary 
scale. These increments account for 62.6% of the increase. About 
16% of the increase is in Miscellaneous Sundry expenses which in- 
cludes a substantial increase in appropriation for athletics. We hope 
to expand our program, particularly in football, and the increase is 
for proper equipment. The remaining 21.4% of the increase is divided 
among all other items combined. 


We have endeavored to plan our expenditures so that no great 


increase will occur any one year. For example, our Repairs, Replace- 


ment and Upkeep items are to be distributed over a period of years 
so that the expenditures will be accumulative rather than sudden. 


Much has been done to maintain our buildings during 1954. Some 
of the repairs are listed below.

This is a partial list and does not include many minor repairs of a 
routine nature done by our janitors and Mr. Masi, our maintenance 
man. It must be remembered that school buildings, like homes, need 
constant maintenance to fulfill their functions. 


The year 1954 saw a change in our chief administrative officer. 
Edwin A. Cox resigned in June to accept the superintendency in Strat- 
ford, Connecticut. His resignation was accepted with regret by the 
Committee. He had served our community well during his term of 
office. 
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Thirty-seven candidates were interviewed to find a replacement 
for Mr, Cox. It was finally decided to employ Benjamin D. Thomas, 
formerly Superintendent of Schools in the Dover-Sherborn school 
union. Mr. Thomas is a graduate of Castine, Maine Normal School 
and Boston University. He holds a Masters’ degree in School Adminis- 
tration from Harvard University. He comes to us well recommended 
and with good esteem. 


In conclusion, we must say that the goals of education, like the 
goals of democracy itself, are receding goals. This is a good thing, 
because while constantly striving for perfection, we never quite 
reach it and therefore never arrive at the point where we can do 
no more. 


We believe the schools are in good condition; that pupils, teachers, 
and administrators are working constantly to improve. Our earnest 
hope is that through our efforts, the schools may ever move nearer 
to that state of perfection which will meet the needs of Franklin 
youth best.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


_ To the Franklin School Committee: 


Gentlemen: 


It is a pleasure to submit this first report as superintendent of 
the Franklin Schools. The report this year will be one of impressions 
and felt needs rather than one of stewardship. Since my stay in this 
office has been a little less than four months I feel that I am just 
beginning to find out about our school system. May I refer to the 
reports of department heads, principals and special teachers which 
are printed later in the school report for more specific data. 
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One of the gratifying conditions of this position has been the 
whole hearted cooperation I have received from all school personnel. 
I would be remiss in my duty if I did not thank the teachers and all 
others connected with the school for making my adjustment to 
Franklin thus far so easy and pleasant. With a continuance of coopera- 
tive effort I feel sure that we will, together, be able to go forward 


in our efforts to bring the best we know in education to the boys 


and girls of our town. 


Many of our citizens are, perhaps, wondering what the procedure 
and plans of a new superintendent will be. I should like to tell them 
through this report that no radical changes are contemplated at this 
time. It is hoped, rather, that much progress will be made along 
lines proven educationally sound. The citizenry will be kept informed 
of contemplated changes. Any introduction of new ideas will be 
made only after careful checking for their soundness educationally 
and their acceptance in principle by the citizenry through their elected 
representatives. 


Your teaching staff is well aware of the fact that they are 
working with the town’s most precious resources, its children. They 
and I place the child at the core of our thinking. Decisions, plans, 
procedures are, and will continue to be, made with one thought in 
mind, the best good for the most children. 


The greatest problem, as I see it now, is one of space. -There are 


* about one thousand six hundred pupils in our seven schools at present. 


During the past year a careful survey of birth rate, past enrollment 
trends, and an enrollment projection based upon the first two was 
made. The projection of enrollment compared with available class 
rooms shows we need more space in the near future. It is estimated 
that at least fifteen new class rooms will be needed within the next 
ten years. 


These new class rooms will merely keep up with the larger 
number of entering pupils. They will do nothing to modernize our 
facilities. It seems likely at the moment that a parochial school for 
grades one through six will be established in Franklin in the next 
ten years. While this school will take a certain number of our boys 
and girls, it will not, in my opinion, materially affect our need for 
more class rooms. 


The size, shape, physical condition and plan of an educational 
plant materially affect the kind of program housed within it. Ideally, 
the school building is built to house a particular scheme of education. 
Our buildings, except for the Gerald Murdock Parmenter School, were 
not built to house a modern educational plan. Let no one assume 
from that statement that I deplore the buildings we have. I wish 
merely to point out that a long range plan of modernization of our 
buildings, particularly the Horace Mann, the Theron Metcalf, and 
the High School, will have to be instigated. . 
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The School Committee has inserted two articles in the town war- 
rant for the annual meeting of March, 1955. These articles call for a 
school building survey committee and for an appropriation to cover 
its expenses in arriving at the best procedure of the town for the next 
few years so far as school building is concerned. It is greatly to be 
hoped that those articles are adopted. It is further to be greatly hoped 
that the citizens of the town will follow the recommendations of the 
school building survey committee when made. Franklin needs new 
class room space. There is no doubt in the minds of those connected 
with Franklin education on that score. The question is ‘‘What sort 
of building shall it be?” 


This fall the all-purpose room at the Parmenter School had to be 
opened as an additional class room, While it is not very good procedure 
to use a room of that type for regular classes, it was deemed better than 
allowing classes of more than forty second-graders to exist. Classes 
at the Junior High School are over thirty-five in many instances. At 
the Horace Mann School rooms are filled to more than capacity. 


Curriculum revision will continue during the next year and for as 
long thereafter as seems advisable. New courses of study need to be 
written for all the grades. It will be our purpose in working on cur- 
riculum to have an integrated program for all grades and to have the 
best articulation from grade to grade we possibly can, What we aim 
for is a series of unified, unrepetitious, educational experiences contin- 
uing through tewlve grades. These experiences should be those contri- 
buting most to the effect that: “Every boy and every girl be given 
every possible opportunity to develop those attitudes, skills, ideals, and 
abilities which will enable them to become of greatest service to their 
fellow man and a source of worthy satisfaction to themselves.” 


During the year just past there have been a number of staff 
changes. Miss Viola Panagoplos resigned to accept a position in Som- 
erset. The School Department was fortunate in obtaining the services 
of Mrs. Priscilla Pond, who had taught previously, to take her place 
in the High School business education department. Mr, William 
DeRoin, who taught mathematics and science in the High School, left 
to accept a position in Warwick, Rhode Island. His place has been 
filled by Mr. Herman Lantner. Mr. Natalene Tavalone resigned to 
become an assistant principal in Millis. His position at the Horace 
Mann School has been filled by Mr. Frederick McCarthy. In March 
of 1954, Miss Marion Enos resigned. Her position as fifth grade teacher 
was taken by Mr. Anthony Shooshan. A new teaching position was 
created with the establishment of our opportunity class at the Horace 
Mann School. Mrs. Margaret Allard is the teacher of that class. Mrs. 
Oletha Bickford left the Parmenter School to go to Concord, and her 
place has been filled by Miss Lucia Ficco in grade one. Mrs. Eleanor 
Poirier, who taught grade two at Parmenter, resigned her position 


during the year. Mrs. Ruth Masi filled her position for the remainder 


of the 1953-1954 school year. In the fall of 1954 Miss Marjorie Jones 
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took the second grade and Mrs, Masi took Mrs. Vanston’s first grade, 
Mrs. Vanston retired as principal of the Parmenter School after many 
years of faithful service to Franklin. Mrs, Grace Ostrander is now 
supervising Principal of the Parmenter School. When the new 
second grade was opened at the Parmenter School this fall, Miss Mary 
Devlin was appointed to the position as teacher of that grade. She 
found it necessary to leave after a short stay. At the present time 
Mrs. Vanston is substituting in that grade. 


In conclusion I should like to submit that I found a good, well 
established, functioning school system when I came to Franklin. In 
this report I have tried to indicate some of our problems for the 
future, my attitude toward the school system, and something of the 
procedure to be followed. It is my earnest hope that through my 
efforts as chief administrative officer the schools of Franklin will 
continue to progress toward the goal of the best education for all 
children.

Three puppet shows were presented to the first six grades early 
in the year, which are always enjoyable and very educational. Health 
slides were shown in the first six grades, also -in the Science and 
Biology classes at the High School. 


We are planning a program of Health talks with slides for the 
first eight grades in the spring. This goes along with the value of 
visual aids in education, and undoubtedly helps from the Health 
viewpoint. 


Again I would like to stress the importance of parents keeping 
their children at home when they have headaches, sore throats and 
colds. The medical profession tells us that the first two or three days 
is the period when the patient, for his own good, needs quiet and 
rest, and that the most contagious period is at this time. Other people 
would benefit if they were not forced to be in contact with this condi- 
tion. Many of the contagious diseases such as measles and scarlet fever 
have these same symptoms, and this makes the necessity of keeping 
the child away from others at this time very important. One hundred 
per cent cooperation from every parent would lower the rate of pupils 
suffering from these conditions, and also would lower the absenteeism. 


I would like to thank Dr, Mercer and Dr. Holden for their vol- 
untary examinations of the eyes of the first grade pupils, and the local 
dentists for their help with the Dental Clinic. - 
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The Salvation Army fund is always helpful with the problems 
of the underprivileged children, and we are also grateful for the 
Raceway Fund which helps in these matters. 
Without the constant cooperation of the School Committee, the 


Superintendent, the teachers and parents, the Health program would 
be handicapped. I wish to thank you all for this cooperation.

I herewith submit my report for the year 1954. 


The class room work is progressing satisfactorily, Our aim is 
to continue to teach the children sight reading, first by oral dictation, 
which means that the scale tones are mastered through ear training 
and therefore music reading becomes a reality. Ear training is the 
first essential, and the eye is soon trained. 


The first week in May, which was designated National Music 
Week, our schools participated. Each building invited the parents 
on a certain day to enable them to visit more than one building, if 
necessary on another day. This proved very gratifying as many rooms 
were filled with parents. 


The High School Glee Club of eighty voices and sixty-eight Junior 
High School students with the Junior High School Orchestra gave a 
concert on May 7th in the High School Auditorium under the auspices 
of the Parent-Teachers’ Association. Mr. Farnham’s group from Ray 
School also participated. All were warmly received. 


I would like to report again the condition of the fourth grade 
books at the Four Corners School, and also two of the second grades 
at Parmenter School, They really do not aid the child in his love 
of music, 


Staff liners are needed in most of the class rooms, and without 
them board work cannot be done as quickly nor as neatly. 


The knowledge and appreciation of music helps to strengthen 
the ability and willingness to assume responsibility and to increase 
respect for rights and opinions of others. The child in particular 
needs every means of mental, moral and social stability that he can 
get. Music in any form helps to cultivate mental processes and 
sharpens the senses of hearing, sight and touch. 


There are seventy-one members in the High School Glee Club. 


There are fourteen members in the Junior High School Orchestra, 
a piano, three violins, two clarinets, three trumpets, two accordions, 
one trombone and drums. 


I want to express my sincere appreciation to Mr. Doherty of the 
High School, and Miss McCabe, principal of the Junior High School, 
and to all the teachers for their fine cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART 
IN THE FRANKLIN SCHOOLS 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit to you my third annual report as Supervisor 
of Art in the Franklin Schools. 


The art education program must provide rich experiences, a 
variety of materials, and appropirate guidance so that each child may 
develop both his creative ability and appreciation of art. Because 
creative activities occupy the dominant role, the selection of the type 
of activities to be used may be considered the key to a well-rounded 
program. 


The development of their creative powers can best be accom- 
plished by providing experiences with a variety of media and a repeti- 


tion of these varied experiences until they become familiar materials © 


and processes (build upon past understandings, establish self-con- 
fidence in their ability, and awaken interest in each new undertaking). 


In the Franklin elementary schools, the art program is achieved 
by including the following essential activities: 


1. Painting—the use of powder paint, poster, and transparent 
water color affords opportunities for continuous creative growth in 
the handling of such techniques as free brush, spatter, sponge painting, 
and in combination with still other media. 


2. Paper-cutting and paper sculpture—cutting, tearing, folding, 
rolling, and an endless variety of other ways of changing the form 
of paper supplies a unique kind of creative expression, developing an 
appreciation of form, color and arrangement, Children learn to manipu- 
late scissors and paste and to develop muscular coordination, through 
later experiences with “sculpuring” paper children create forms hav- 
ing height, width and thickness. 


3. Murals—since these offer a group of children the opportunity 
of working together, many benefits are derived from this activity: 
sense of design, composition, cooperation, etc. 


4. Clay—children should be encouraged to experiment with ideas 
and techniques, creating work which is characterized by originality, 
understanding of materials, and methods of clayworking. 
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5. Puppetry—in the making and use of puppets, children may 
project themselves and be “someone else.” Through the making of 
paper-bag puppets the children are merely introduced to the subject 
but it is hoped that through this introduction they will be stimulated 
to further experimentation, for thorough puppetry and marionettes they 
increase their muscular co-ordination and develop social skills as they 
succeed in group participation. 


6. Construction—activity involving such materials as wood, wire, 
cardboard, heavy paper, string, tin, etc., enables children to handle 
forms and to use tools of a more complex nature than those employed 
in other work. This activity also affords change and a balance to 
other activities of a more limited nature. 


7. Printing—such techniques as stick, vegetable and sponge print- 
ing offer an excellent opportunity for developing skill with new tools, 
understanding of the basic principles of printing, and appreciation of 
many forms of commercial and professional techniques for reproduc- 
tion. 


8. Weaving—this activity necessitates the obvious use of different 
colors, materials, and motor skills. Simple paper, yarn and tape weav- 
ing are offered. 


This is not an all-inclusive list of activities to meet each and every 
need in the elementary school art program. Activities such as crayon 
and chalk-work, design, color, lettering, stenciling, mobiles and other 
equally sound art experiences are not eliminated. 


The art program in the Junior High School, as in the past, in- 
cludes drawing, painting, color, design, construction and work with 
a variety of materials. These experiences are mostly provided through 
their Junior Red Cross work, which is shared by the elementary 
schools from the third grade on. During the past fall, the seventh and 
eighth grade girls entered a painting contest sponsored by the Alden 
Club called “Life in America.” They also participated in a contest of 
patriotic posters sponsored by the Auxiliary of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. 


The High School program considers both the individual and com- 
munity: projects for the individual, school and community. Creative 
water color painting, linoleum block printing, pen and ink techniques, 
pencil techniques, chalk drawing on dampened paper, figure drawing 
with charcoal, and poster work were some of the media and techniques 
attempted during the past year. With only one period of art, about 
45 minutes, each week in the high school, it is readily apparent that 
not too many projects can be accomplished or expected to be accom- 
plished. The pupils can omy scratch the surface of the possibilities of 
any media used. 
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Recommendations. Although we have easel paint and some large 
brushes in the first and second grades, they have no easels Easels 
should be provided or some appropriate substitute. Storage space for 
art supplies in most schools and in most classrooms is inadequate. 
Sinks are one of the most important factors in any art room but, with 
the exception of the Parmenter School, there are no sinks in the rooms. 
Correct lighting in many of the rooms is still needed, especially in the 
Junior High room used for art, and the High School room. If one of 
the above problems was solved each year, eventually some improve- 
ment would show. 


The art program of the present day calls for many changes in the 
art room of the past. It necessitates more room and better equipment 
to provide for an expanded range of activities. Otherwise, the pro- 
gram can cover very little more than the limited program of drawing 
and painting, as in the past. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the teachers, the principals 
and the Superintendent for the co-operation I have received.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL TO THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the 
High School: 


The total enrollment of the school as of October 1st was 385 pupils, 
12 more than on the corresponding date in 1953, The following table 
illustrates the distribution of pupils: 


Boys Girls Totals 
Seniors 32 56 88 
Juniors 40 38 78 
Sophomores 53 51 104 
Freshmen 62 53 115 
Totals 187 198 385 


The seventy graduates of the Class of 1954 received their diplomas 
on June 24th, two weeks later than has been the custom since the war 
years. Of these graduates, forty have gone on to higher education, 
sixteen to recognized colleges, eight to junior colleges, twelve to busi- 
ness or specialized schools, and four to schools of nursing. These 
figures show that 57% of our graduates are going on to further educa- 
tion, an exceptionally high figure for our type of school. 


We had two changes in our faculty during the past year. Mr. 
William DeRoin and Miss Viola Panagoplos left us to accept higher 
paying positions in other schools. Both these teachers were outstanding 
and it is unfortunate that they were lost to our community. These 
vacancies were filled in September by the appointment of Mr. Herman 
Lantner to the Science and Mathematics Departments and Mrs. 
Priscilla Pond, a former teacher for many years in the Franklin High 
School, to the Business Department. 


As we look ahead to another year, it appears imperative that we 
add at least one, and possibly two teachers to our faculty. It is.-most 
desirable that a man be appointed to teach the classes in General 
Math, Electricity, and Machines in order to relieve Mr. Bonanno for 
full time work in the Shop and Mr. Masi for full time in the Mechanical 
Drawing classes. It is desirable that whoever takes over these classes 
be qualified to reorganize completely the Mathematics and Advanced 
Sciences for the students in the General Course. 
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We really should have another teacher in the Business Department 
as the load carried by the present teachers, Mrs. Pond and Mrs. Lodi, 
is extremely heavy and eliminates all possibility of the development 
of further work in the business field. 


We realize that if we should add to our faculty, it will necessitate 
many changes in our school accommodations. It will mean using the 
cafeteria, or possibly the auditorium, for a study hall and the present 
two-room study hall for class rooms, The alternative would be the 
construction of a wing or wings to our present building. Now would 
be the time to give this serious thought, for the next few years will 
see a tremendous growth in our enrollment. 


The mid-year and final examinations, held this year for the first 
time in many years, proved most satisfactory. The anticipation of 
the examinations and the review in preparation for the examinations 
held the various classes up to.a high standard right to the very end. 
We will definitely continue this examination program. 


Our Guidance Program is now in its.third year and is fairly well 
es: ablished, Mrs. Taylor, our Guidance Director, in her report, has 
listed four avenues of her program: counselling, testing, follow-up, and 
placement. Under the counselling service we have the occupational 
counselling consisting of trips to neighboring industries, interest and 
aptitude testing, and study of career briefs and information. The edu- 
cational counselling includes program planning. with underclassmen 
and a ‘thorough study of the types of colleges, entrance requirements, 
scholarship information, trips to colleges, and talks to interested stu- 
dents by college and school representatives, Our testing program is 
now quite elaborate. All freshmen take the Iowa Basic Skills tests. 
The Juniors receive the vocational battery of the Boston University 
Guidance and Testing Service. The Seniors are given the lowa Educa- 
_ tional Development Tests. Juniors and Seniors are given the Kuder 

Vocational Preference Inventory when desired, and boys who are 
candidates for the Thomson Press program are given the Stenquist 
Mechanical Aptitude Test. In addition we have representatives from 
the State Employment Security Office who come to the school to give 
their General Aptitude Test Battery to seniors not going on to further 
schooling, and the Civil Service tests in shorthand and typing to girls 
and boys of the business course. 


Our follow-up consists of a record and stad? of the activities of 
the graduates of the last three tipkugne classes. 


Under the heading of Placement we distribute all information 
available on job openings and arrange trips for student interviews with 
prospective employers. 
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The overall objective of the Guidance program is to adapt the high 
school curriculum to the needs of each child and to insure adequate 
preparation for his educational or occupational aims in accord with 
his ability and interests. 


The amount and diversity of the work involved in this program 
should be handled by a full time counsellor, especially when we keep 
in mind that every pupil is interviewed at least once, but more fre- 
quent two, three, or a dozen times, depending on the individual need. 
Furthermore, if we are to continue with this program we must find a 
room, preferably near the office, where records will be available and 
where the interviews may be conducted with a reasonable amount of 


privacy. 


Our driver education program continues with remarkable success, - 
All students completing this course win the enthusiastic endorsement 
of the State Motor Vehicle inspectors when they present themselves 
for examination. The value of this course becomes more apparent 
with each passing year. We feel that we owe a great debt of gratitude 
to the Sherman Motors and their employees for their generosity and 
cooperation in making this course possible. 


The Club Program in the high school, now conducted during the 
two-section lunch period, is working out quite satisfactorily. The Band 
and Glee Club meet twice weekly and the other clubs once each week. 
In addition to the Band and Glee Club, we have the Blue and White, 
th school newspaper, The Creative Writing Club, the College Prep 
Club, the News from Home Club, the Camera Club, the Dramatic 
Club, the Commercial Club, and the newly organized Student Council. 
During this period we also call our various class meetings and conduct 
our many class activities. 


The reports of the Director of the School Lunch Program and the 
Director of Industrial Arts are being submitted, I believe, directly to 
you. 


We continue to maintain our Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion rating as a Class A high school, and our membership in the 
Massachusetts Secondary School Principals’ Association, Our gradu- 
ates, many with excellent scholarship awards, are doing satisfactory 
work in the colleges of their choice. 


One of the major problems of our school is the attitude of the 
students and, in many cases, the parents towards school work. We 
cannot stress too strongly the importance of home study and regular 
attendance for the successful completion of the high school course. 
We are striving constantly to cultivate in our students good work 
habits and a real sense of responsibility. Too many of our young people 
are falling by the wayside or are doing poor school work because of 
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their lack of effort and application. We would like to see a more active 
cooperation on the part of parents and pupils, and recommend that 
parents visit the school and the teachers at any time that we are in 
session. 


In conclusion I wish to take this opportunity to thank you, the 
School Committee, the teachers, and the pupils, for the fine spirit of 
cooperation and support which has made possible any success that we 
may have achieved.

I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the 
Junior High School. 


The total enrollment of the school as of October Ist, including a 
fifth grade, was 315 pupils. 


This year our seventh grade classes are very large, which means 
crowded rooms, The seventh grade, which as a sixth grade was di- 
vided into five groups, is now divided into only four, which accounts 
for the increase in size of the classes. Because of lack of room in any 
other building, the fifth grade is still using one of the rooms in the 
Junior High. 


Floor plugs are needed in the rooms in order to use our movie 
projector in the class rooms. In order to complete our lighting project 
we need fluorescent lighting in four more rooms. 


This last year our pupils competed for prizes offered by the Alden 
Club for the best book reports. They also presented prizes for the best 
posters on “Life in America’. The Veterans of Foreign Wars again 
gave prizes to our pupils for the best historical posters. 


The girls’ art classes are, as usual, doing work for the Veterans’ 
Hospital in West Roxbury, through the Junior Red Cross. 
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Last May we were awarded a citation from the U. S. Treasury for 
having an excellent United States Savings Bond program. 


Again this year our Junior High Orchestra and Chorus took part 
in a musical program for the P. T. A.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE PARMENTER SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


It gives me great pleasure, as Supervising Principal of the Gerald 
Murdock Parmenter School, to submit my first report. 


Mrs. Mary Vanston retired as Principal of the Parmenter School 
in June 1954, after many years of outstanding service as teacher and 
principal in Franklin. I was appointed to take her place, beginning in 
September 1954. 


Our enrollment now is 354: 


First grades 99 
Second grades 121 
Third grades 67 
Fourth grades 67 


The large second grade necessitated setting up an extra class in 
the All-Purpose room, with portable furniture and blackboards. 


Our faculty is an excellent one. In the first grades, we have Mrs. 
Hazel Gleason, who is continuing in the same position she held last 
year; Miss Lucia Ficco from Bellingham, filling the vacancy left by 
Mrs, Oletha Bickford, who accepted a position for this year in Con- 
cord, Mass.; and Mrs. Ruth Masi, who transferred from a second grade 
last year to the first grade vacancy caused by Mrs. Vanston’s retirement. 


The second grade teachers are Miss Helen Myers and Miss Helen 
Leary, who were here last year, and Miss Marjorie Jones, a new teacher 
this year from Belmont. In September we obtained Miss Mary Devlin 
of Boston to teach the extra second grade. She left in October to take 
a position nearer home, and we were fortuante to obtain Mrs. Mary 
Vanston as substitute. 
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The third grade teachers are Mrs. Maybelle Pond and Mrs, Mar- 
garet Welch, who were both here last year. 


The fourth grade teachers are Mrs. Olive Ribero, Assistant Princi- 
pal, and Mrs. Jane MaclIver, both of whom were here last year. 


About 75 of the children live within walking distance of the 
school. The remaining 279 ride to school on the Supple and Johnson 
buses arriving between 7:50 and 8:30 in the morning and leans be- 
tween 2:50 and 3:30 in the afternoon. 


Approximately 200 children take advantage of the School Lunch 
program under the direction of Mrs. Rosanne Shuber, who is ably 
assisted by Mrs. Mary Dobeck, Mrs. Mary Socci and Mrs, Molly Pisini. 
Two sittings are necessary. The first three grades and three of the 
second grades have their lunch between 11:45 and 12:15. The third 
and fourth grades and one second grade have theirs between 12:15 
and 12:45. 


Before or after their lunch, the children play on the playground 
with teacher supervision. In inclement weather, they remain in their 
own classrooms. 


Education Week was observed in November with Open House on 
the morning of November 10th. The parents visited the classrooms 
and were guests at a coffee hour in the Cafeteria. The large attendance 
of mothers and fathers was gratifying to the teachers as an indication 
of the keen interest of the parents in the education of their children. 


The Bookmobile, through the kindness of a committee of interested 
mothers, and headed by Mrs. Ray Parmenter, visits the school once 
every two weeks. Each child has an opportunity to examine and be- 
come familiar with many new and interesting books from the Ray 
Memorial Library, take two or three home, and return them at the 
next visit of the Bookmobile. 


We have planned four Assemblies for the year; in October, De- 
cember, February and May. The teachers of each grade have charge 
of the program for one Assembly. 


We have a filmstrip projector and screen which may be used by 
all the teachers. There is also in the building a Tachistoscope, pre- 
sented to the School Department by the Franklin Lions Club, which 
may be used by all the schools.

TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Physical 
Education in the Elementary Schools and Director of Girls’ Health 
and Physical Education in the High School. 


The Elementary Schools’ schedule is covered on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, while on Mondays and Wednesdays I am in the High 
School for Girls’ Physical Education, and on Fridays for Health Educa- 
tion for the Junior girls in the High School. 


The Elementary School program is carried on out-of-doors when- 
ever the weather permits in the fall and spring. In the first two 
grades rhythms, story plays, singing games, dances and group games 
are taught. From the third grades through the sixth, rhythms, 
mimetics, stunts, tumbling and pyramids, square and round dances, 
group games, relays and games of higher organization are included 
in the program. The past two years through the cooperation of the 
fifth and sixth grade teachers, I have had the girls and boys segregated 
for tumbling, stunts and pyramids. 


In the High School, the program is arranged seasonally. In the 
fall, the activities are carried on out-of-coors, and include the follow- 
ing: fieldball, instead of field hockey this fall, because of the poor con- 
dition of the play area to the rear of the High School, archery, horse- 
shoes and warm-up exercises. In the winter months, the program in- 
cludes the following: marching tactics, posture and rhythmical exer- 
cises, tap, ballroom, square and round dancing, stunts and pyramids, 
relays, group games, and team, dual and individual sports. The intra- 
mural program covers the following sports for which the girls receive 
points that are accumulative over their four years in High School and 
earn awards: volleyball, basketball, badminton, and softball, This fall 
bowling teams were organized, with eleven Senior and Junior teams 
bowling every Monday, and eight Freshman and Sophomore teams 
bowling on Wednesday. This has proved to be very popular as it 
would show for itself with almost one hundred girls competing. The 
Senior, Junior and Sophomore girls play a few basketball games with 
other schools that have the intramural set-up as we do. This gives 
them an opportunity to meet and compete with girls other than just 
in their own school. We have continued with our student leadership, 
which has proven its worth. In the spring, softball, petcneRy and golf 
techniques are covered in their program, 
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A Field Day was held last May in which every Elementary School 
child took part. The success of this event was due to the untiring 
efforts of all the elementary teachers, the supervisors, principals of 
the buildings, Mr. William Garner and his staff at Dean Academy, who 
so willingly allowed us to use Grant Field, and helped with many 
details. 


My recommendations are as follows: 


1. Another Physical Education instructor for the ever-growing 
elementary schools. 


2. Setting up of a new curriculum in the Physical Education de- 
partment because of the increasing enrollment, which necessitates 
this action. 


3. Seeding the area to the rear of the High School, which is 
so rocky and dusty that it was again impossible to play Field Hockey 
there. 


4. Individual May Days in each elementary school.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICAL DIRECTOR FOR BOYS IN THE HIGH 
AND JUNIOR SCHOOLS OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my report as Physical Director for boys in the 
High and Junior High Schools. 


At the beginning of the school year at Junior High the boys are 
taught football fundamentals, such as line stance offensively and de- 
fensively, passing and pass receiving, backfield stance and punting. 
The boys then put the fundamentals to use by playing tag football. 
Through the season, rules and play situations are gone over as they 
arise in the games. 


During the winter months we move indoors and the boys are now 
taught basketball and volleyball. Basketball is the main sport during 
these months, so most of the time is spent on basketball fundamentals 
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and games. Our room being small, the boys play with teams made up 
of three on each side. Many different types of relays are also enjoyed 
during our stay indoors. 


Springtime brings us outdoors again, and baseball is the sport we 
now turn to. Here again the boys are shown fundamentals such as 
catching, throwing, batting, bunting, position play and game condi- 
tions. Teams are chosen and games are played every period. 


The High School program is started off in the fall by reviewing 
football fundamentals and the teaching of soccer. The most part is 
spent on tag football, with some soccer played in between. 


Winter brings us indoors and here the boys have calisthenics, 
basketball, volleyball, tumbling, apparatus work, indoor softball, relays 
and other contests. 


During the spring months the boys have track and softball. 


As the football and baseball coach I recommend that a program 
be set up so that our Junior High boys could be coached and have 
teams that would play nearby towns in all three major sports: football, 
basketball and baseball. 


The Junior High field is ideal for football practice. The baseball 
diamond with a little work could be made into an ideal practice and 
game field. 


Basketball would create our biggest problem ag far as practice is 
concerned. The all-purpose room at the Parmenter School could be 
made into an ideal gymnasium for boys of Junior High age. 


The past football season, we arranged three J. V. football games, 
and hope to arrange a much better schedule in the future.

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REPORT OF THE RINEHART HANDWRITING SYSTEM TO 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I am pleased to submit the following report on the operation of 
the handwriting program in the Franklin schools for the school year 
1953-54. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your elementary 
pupils in November 1951, 27.5% received a grade of “A” (Excellent); 
27.5% received a grade of “B” (Good); and 45% scored less than “B’’. 


In the tests administered in June 1954, 89.9% of your pupils re- 
ceived a grade of “A”; 7.1% received a score of “B’”; and 3% scored 
less than “B”’. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your Junior High 
School students in January 1953, 28.3% received a grade of “A”; 30.5% 
received a grade of “B”; and 41.2% scored less than “B’’. In the tests 
administered in June 1954, 87.6% received a score of “A”; 8.1% re- 
ceived a score of “B’’; and 4.3% scored less than “B’’, 


In the initial tests administered to your High School students in 
January 1953, 47% of the pupils were satisfactory. In June 1954, 74% 
of the pupils were satisfactory. 


Handwriting certificates were awarded to 76% of your Junior High 
School students and to 69% of your High School students. 


During the school year we graded approximately 13,000 formal 
and 30,000 informal handwriting samples for your pupils. A formal 
test was administered at four teaching-week intervals and a report 
was furnished each teacher giving a careful diagnosis of the hand- 
writing of each pupil in the room. We furnished teachers’ outlines, 
folders for teachers, pupil folder outlines, room motivation certificates, 
handedness tests, individual handwriting certificates for pupils who 
qualified, graphs, term envelopes, seals, etc. 


My supervisors join with me in expressing our appreciation for 


the splendid cooperation we have received from you and your teachers 
at all times.

ARTS CLASSES FOR ADULTS TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


The second term of the 1953-1954 courses in Evening Practical 
Arts for Adults started on January 4th and ended April 1st, with con- 
tinuation of all classes held during the preceding fall term. 


The annual exhibition was held in the Ray Memorial Library 
building on April 3rd, with an added attraction of a fashion show 
staged in the afternoon. At this time members of the clothing classes 
and their children modelled dresses, blouses, skirts, suits and coats 
made in class. 


The art group again displayed their oil paintings in the children’s 
room, where their fine work attracted much attention. 


During both the afternoon and evening, hundreds of men and 
women gathered around the craftsmen who were painting trays, dec- 
orating furniture, hooking or braiding rugs. 


The fall of 1954 saw all the classes holding their meetings in the 
Franklin High School, except the oil painting group which was offered 
the use of two rooms in the Ray Science building of Dean Academy 
and Junior College. 


The removal of the classes from the Ray Memorial building elimi- 
nates the difficulty of parking, especially during the winter months. 


The fall term of 1954 began on October 5th and closed December 
21st. The second term will start January 3rd, 1955. 


The enrollment for the 1954-1955 classes is 166, with more than 30 
registered from out of town. Distribution of the groups is as follows: 


Clothing (three classes) 50 
Furniture Refinishing (two classes) 25 
Decorative Arts 20 
Rug Hooking 20 
Rug Braiding 16 
Oil Painting 35 


Due to the fact that some of the surrounding towns are now offer- 
ing these same courses, it may be found advisable to have only two 
classes in clothing and only one in furniture refinishing, with a possi- 
bility of offering a course in slip covering and one in ceramics.

I herewith submit my annual report as Athletic eer of the 
Franklin High School. 


The balance on hand in the revolving Athletic Association Account 
on December 3lst was $51.50, with a few small accounts still out- 
standing. 


Our Budget for 1955 shows a considerable increase over that of 
1954. We feel, after struggling for many years on a pittance, that it 
is time that Franklin spent some money on its athletic program. The 
gate receipts for football and basketball games are not sufficient, by 
any stretch of the imagination, to conduct an adequate athletic pro- 
gram. When it is considered that it costs approximately $100.00 to put 
a boy on the football field properly equipped, and that we are carrying 
a squad of forty to fifty boys, then we must receive some financial 
assistance from the town or abandon all hope of expanding our pro- 
gram. We plan to expand so that we can be on equal terms with other 
schools on our schedule. Therefore we are asking for this increased 
appropriation. 


We hope that next fall when our boys step on the football field 
they will know that they have the best in the way of equipment and 
that they have the wholehearted support, financial as well as moral, 
of the town. 


Following are the Athletic Budget for 1955, the account of ex- 
penditures from the town appropriation for athletics, and the account 
of the receipts and expenditures of the Athletic Association for the 
year 1954.

IN THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I wish to submit the following report as Supervisor of Home 
Economics in the Horace Mann and Junior High Schools of Franklin. 


The girls in grades six of the Horace Mann School have sewing 
for a short period each Friday afternoon all year. Here they learn the 
basic stitches as they are beginners. A doll’s apron is the practice 
project, after which they complete the apron to be used for cooking 
in the seventh and eighth grades. 


In the Junior High School, grades seven and eight study sewing 
one-half year and cooking the second half. The sewing classes discuss 
materials, color, style, design and grooming, so the girls may under- 
stcnd that dressing well is not a problem of money, but rather one of 
selection and care. This is especially important for the “teen-age” 
group, 


The seventh grades are working on night gowns and housecoats, 
using commercial patterns. Here the interest is quickened as the 
flat piece of cloth takes on shape. This project acquaints the girls 
with the technique of setting in sleeves and finishing neck lines and 
collars. 


The eighth grade girls are making dresses, skirts, weskits and 
jumpers, These projects require putting in zippers, a very essential 
technique in sewing. The fitting and hanging of garments is another 
step completed. 


The students are marked according to the standard ability for 
their age, not in relation to the work of other pupils. Perfection is not 
expected in a beginner, and is not a requisite of a good mark. 


The natural instinct as home makers comes to the fore when 
cooking starts, and a great enthusiasm is evoked. Working together 
in groups gives a sense of co-operation which carries over into other 
activities, and many of the girls repeat their learning at home. 


Tables of measurements, diets, sick room trays, attractive servings, 
foods that belong together, and lunch-box preparations are some of 
the things we take up during the cooking season. 


Last year we completed twenty-four projects, and hope to top this 
mark when school ends in June. 
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I wish at this time to thank the School Committee for having 
Mr. Brady build the new work bench for the department, and for 
the new stoves which have been installed. Modern equipment is 
the dream of every home maker, and most certainly our “teen-age” 
girls are the future mothers of the town.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS IN 
THE HIGH SCHOOL 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I submit my report as Director of Industrial Arts in the Franklin 
High School for the year ending December 31, 1954. 


I would like to begin this report of our work with an interpreta- 
tion defined by Mr. Mariss M. Profitt in a Committee Report of the 
U. S. Office of Education as follows: “Industrial Arts is a phase of 
general education that concerns itself with the materials, processes 
and products of manufactures, and with the contribution of those 
engaged in industry. The learnings come through a pupil’s experiences 
with tools and materials and through his study of resultant conditions 
of life.” 


With this quotation in mind we have tried to fulfill the purpose 
of Industrial Arts through the making of projects, repairs to articles of 
furniture, etc. This requires materials, machines, supplies, equipment 
and, most important, time and shop space in which to work and then 
store our work. We are at a definite disadvantage in our shop due to 
the lack of space to accommodate the large classes, and also to store 
the materials and projects. We have made real progress this past year 
in that we have traded in our old Blount lathe and added two modern 
lathes. We have also replaced our old grinder with a new, modern 
and ‘safer machine. A new orbital sanding machine and many new 
hand tools have been added. This, combined with a more plentiful 
supply of good lumber and materials, should enable us to make greater 
progress. 
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The Mechanical Drawing Room, No. 212, is still inadequate, 
although we now have the use of the Art Room four days a week. 
This makes it necessary for us to have to close the folding partitions 
and crowd the classes for one day. We are still using the regular 
tables used 30 years ago. The lighting is poor and the storage space 
is most inadequate. 


The demand for trained engineers and increased interest in tech- 
nical training is causing technical schools to demand more Mechanical 
Drawing training from our students. Therefore we feel that we must 
have more modern and adequate equipment in order to provide the 
required training. 


We are continuing the On-the-Job training through the cooperation 
of the Thomson Press Company. We have 8 students continuing from 
last year. In addition we have 14 students in a Related Work class 
who will be starting soon to take actual training at the Thomson 
Press Company. In order to make this program more effective we must 
find ways and means to eliminate lost time from classes and time 
lost in travelling from the school to the Thomson Press Company. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank the School Committee, 
the Principal of the High School, Mr. Leonard Remington, Plant 
Superintendent of the Thomson Press Company and the Thomson 
Press Company for their interest and cooperation in our work.

REPORT OF THE INSTRUCTOR OF DRIVER EDUCATION AND 
TRAINING IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my report of the Driver Education and Driver 
Training program in the Franklin High School for the period of 
January 1, 1954, to December 31, 1954. 


As in the past, we have divided the program into two phases: 


1. DRIVER-EDUCATION: which is open to all students inter- 
ested in obtaining a driver’s license and a Certificate. This is usually 
classroom work, and carried on Tuesday or Wednesday evenings 
throughout the school year. This past year we have averaged approxi- 
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mately 45 students during Driver-Education classes. These classes 
help to fulfill the 15 hours of classroom work required by the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles in order to be eligible for the Certificate 
necessary to obtain the insurance. discount. 


2. DRIVER-TRAINING: includes the students who take Driver- 
Education and are selected for actual Road Training in the dual- 
controlled car. These students are given the complete road training 
necessary and are licensed by a Registry of Motor Vehicles Inspector 
after passing the required road test. This also fulfills the other main 
requirement of at least 5 hours of Driver-training in order to obtain 
the Certificate. 


During the past year there were twenty-seven students who had 
taken part in the Driver Training program. One student found it 
necessary to repeat the course in order to obtain a license. One student 
completed the course but failed to take the license examination. Two 
students were unable to complete the course due to illness. 


EXPENSES FOR THE PROGRAM: 


Gasoline, oil, washing, etc. $ 98.96 
Lettering on the car 25.00 
Instructor’s salary 400.00 

Total expenses $523.96 


As in the past.we have made it a policy to have the vision of all 
students enrolled checked at the beginning of Road training. Dr. Ray- 
mond Mercer, Optometrist, has kindly rendered this service. Our 
school nurse, Mrs. Nellie Saunders, also checks the health of these 
students. 


I wish to make the following recommendations for the coming 
year: 


1. PART OF THE DRIVER-TRAINING PROGRAM BE CARRIED 
ON DURING THE REGULAR SCHOOL DAY. The reasons for this 
recommendation are as follows: 1. Many deserving students find it 
necessary to work after school and therefore cannot take Driver- 
training. 2. It has been my policy to make sure that all Seniors 
wishing to take the driver-training program are given the oppor- 
tunity before graduating. We now find it impossible to do so due 
to lack of time after school. The alternative is to obtain another car 
and instructor for after school training. 


2. THE DRIVER-EDUCATION PHASE BE CARRIED ON DUR- 
ING THE REGULAR SCHOOL DAY AS A REGULAR COURSE. My 
reasons for this are as follows 1. Many students find it necessary to 
work in the evenings. 2. The work can be made more effective. 3. 
It will be possible to reach the group just turning 16 years of age. 
This is admittedly the group which seems to need the work most. 
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3. POINT CREDIT TOWARD GRADUATION (1 POINT) BE 
GIVEN TO STUDENTS COMPLETING THE COMPLETE COURSE. It 
is now generally recognized that this program is an essential part of 
High School training. The giving of credit will furnish incentive and 
make for a more effective course to a greater number of High School 
students, 


4, PROVISION BE MADE TO ENABLE OUR LICENSED HIGH 
SCHOOL STUDENTS TO FULFILL REQUIREMENTS FOR OB- 
TAINING CERTIFICATES. The present requirements as set forth by 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles are a minimum of 15 hours of class 
work and a minimum of 5 hours of Driver-training. 


We wish to take this opportunity to express our thanks for their 
interest and cooperation to the School Committee, Superintendent of 
Schools, Principal of the High School, our local Police Department, 
Dr. Raymond Mercer, Mrs. Nellie Saunders and the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles and his Department. We wish to especially thank Mr. Sher- 
man of the Sherman Chevrolet Company for providing the dual-con- 
trolled car which makes this program possible. Mr. Sherman and his 
manager, Mr. William Wiggin, and the employees of the Sherman 
Chevrolet Company have been extremely considerate and most helpful. 
We hope we can continue this fine spirit of cooperation in the future.

In the Franklin High School we have a complete dressmaking 
course concerning the fundamentals of sewing. The study of patterns 
and materials, learning to operate the sewing machine and its attach- 
ments, and the cleaning and care of equipment are the main topics. 
Advancing into the next course, the girls work with many new fabrics 
making more complicated projects. A homemaking course is available 
for girls having two years of sewing, where consumer education, good 
grooming and care of the home are introduced. 


I have four classes a day ranging from fifteen to twenty girls in 
each class. Due to the increase in classes, and with the additional night 
adult courses, we are in need of two new sewing machines. 


In the spring of 1954 the girls had a successful fashion show in 
which they modeled the clothes they had made. Refreshments were 
served by the girls, and the spectators showed deep interest in the 
program...

The teachers are doing an excellent job of supervising the lunch 
rooms. 


Both kitchens have modern equipment. However, the High School 
is in need of a new refrigerator and a deep freeze. 


I wish to thank the School Committee, the Superintendent, princi- 
pals, teachers and parents for all their cooperation during the past year.

As Director of Industrial Arts at the Junior High School, I hereby 
submit my annual report. 


The Industrial Arts Department at the Junior High School, I 
believe, has made excellent progress these past years, but once again 
we are faced with over-crowded conditions, both in woodworking and 
mechanical drawing. These over-crowded conditions hinder the boys 
from the full benefit and use of a fine shop. 


The need for Industrial Arts in our schools is most evident, as 
is the need for more shop periods, and smaller classes for our boys 
of limited education. The boys, fully appreciative of the tools and 
equipment, are working as diligently as possible, but due to the 
existing conditions; are not advancing as fast as they should, or 
could, if given more shop periods and individual attention, 


With the safety and best interest of our boys solely in mind, 
I recommend the following: © 


A6 


1. Overcrowded classes be reduced to a minimum of 15 pupils 
in mechanical drawing and woodworking. 


2. The existing two periods per week of mechanical drawing 
be reduced to one, and a special class put on an elective basis for 


those boys desiring more shop periods per week. 


3. Once again I urgently recommend, for our safety, that a new 
lighting system and a new floor be installed. 


4. A flat amount of $1000.00 per year be set aside for the Indus- 
trial Arts Department at the Junior High School, to insure proper 
operation of a fine department. 

5. My final recommendation is that, with the addition of another 
Industrial Arts teacher at the Junior High School, our shop could 


be put into full time use, not only for Junior High pupils, but for 
boys in the sixth grade and also for a special class. 


This last recommendation, I believe is, as the saying goes, “food 
for thought.” 


To Mr. Thomas and the School Committee, for your understanding 


and many kindnesses in the past, my sincere thanks and appreciation.
